The large increase has. however, been 
mostly accounted for during tlie last 
twelve months as the difference be¬ 
tween the revenues received tftst year 
and the year before was only In the 
neighborhood of 1150.000. which, com¬ 
pared with last ye arV adva nce or over 
half a million dollars ahowit that a won- 
derfttl- -tnrre a wf- was mode- during -4902 
and the first three months of this year.

MESSAGE TO CONGRESS

Wants Stern Measures Passed 
to Suppress Enemies of 
Mankind. 


Freighter Falcon Takes the

Seattle, April 9.—JThe new freight 
steamship Falcon, built for E. E. 
faint*, wiu launched at the Moran 
Company’s yards this morning. The 
vessel, which Is a sinter ship to the 
Stanley Dollar, was christened by Miss 
Ruth Dawson, daughter of W. C. Daw¬ 
son. manager of the Alaska Pacific 
Steamship Company. 

The Falcon 1h 240 feet long, 41 feet 
beam, and 19'A feet deep. Her speed 
will hs ten knots an hour and either 
oil or coal can be used. Her lumber 
carrying capacity Is about a million 
and a half feet. She cost $200,000 and 
will be ready for sea in two months. 
It Is probable Hhe will be put on the 
Puget Sound-Californla run. 

NEW COINS RECEIVED 

FROM CANADIAN MINT 


Distribution Made by Assistant 
Receiver General in Local 
Banks. 


Washington, D. C.. April 9.—In one 
of the jhortest memages which he hat. 
yet transmitted to congress. President 
RoowviH to*day coiled attention to the 
necessity for further legislation oil The 
subject of anarchy. With the message 
1 he transmitted a report reviewing the 
legal phases of the question by Attor¬ 
ney-General Bonaparte. 

The president’s message follows: To 
the Senate and House - of Representa¬ 
tives: I herewith submit a letter from 
the department of justice which ex¬ 
plains Itself. Under this opinion, I hold 
that existing statutes give the presi¬ 
dent the power to prohibit the prist- 
master general from being used as an ‘ 
instrument In the commission of crime, 
that la to permit the use of ihe malls 
for advocuey of murder, arson and 
treason. And I shall act upon such 
construction. Unquestlqnably, how¬ 
ever, there should be further legisla¬ 
tion by congress in this matter. When 
compared with the suppression of an¬ 
archy every other question sinks Into 
Insignificance. The anarchist Is the 
enemy of humanity, the enemy of man- 
[ kind, and his is a deeper degree of 
I criminality than any other. No Immi¬ 
grant is allowed to come to our shores 
if he \% an anarchist and no paper pub¬ 
lished here or abroad should be per¬ 
mitted circulation In this country If it 
propagates anarchistic opinions.

, The Amount of cast! received by the 
Dominion official la limited, but a spe¬ 
cial Interact attaches tdi these coins 
owtag to the. fact that they are entire 
Jy trie product of Canada, and mark 
the opening of the mint. The new 
coins differ in no respect from those in 
use at present with the exception that 
they bear the dfite 190H. 

In the past the comm*. has been 
done for the Dominion at the royal 
mint'In England. Now this will be 
done away with and the minting will 
be Canadian. 

FREIGHT ENGINE BLOWS UP. 

Two Men Badly Injured—Locomotive 
Completely Destroyed.

Btllppad of any attempt to hide the 
meaning of this decision -‘is the bare 
fact that the employees of the com¬ 
pany In Vancouver are determined to 
band themselves Into a. stronger or¬ 
ganization than the company has ever 
had t« deal with for the purposes of 
regulating wages and work. 

The recent cancellation by thqjC. P. 
R. of the wage schedules of mechanics 
brought, to a head , the Idea of forming 
one huge organization of mechanical 
workers. The men TUTTlVfl that ir CDS 
committee Is backed by thousands of 
employees of all trades and is empow¬ 
ered to confer with the company on 
vital matters, It will have a greater 
weight than a delegation representing 
merely a single trade. 

This action is highly im^rtant, be- i 
cause it Is to be extended all over the 
C. P. R. system.

First of Agnew-Hart Racetrack 
Measures is De¬ 
feated. 


April 9.—The senate 
late yesterday afternoon by a tie vote 
defeated the first of the Agnow-Hart 
bills designed to abolish gnmbling at 
race tracks. Senator Grady endeavored 
to give the bill a final death blow by 
moving to reconsider, so that the mo** 
lion could t>« defeated, and the bill*ir¬ 
revocably kil led, but SenaW Raines 
moved to lay the Grady motion on the 
table, and Lieut.-Oovernor Chandler 
voted wjth him. The practical effect 
la* that Senator Agnew can have an¬ 
other vole ort his hill. On the. same 
vote the second bill was defeated and 
left on the table pending reconsidera¬ 
tion. 

Governor's Recpmmehdatlon. 

- Following 
the failure of the senate lust night to 
pass Agnew-Hart anti-race track gam¬ 
bling bills. Governor Hughes tv-day 
sent to the legislature a message re¬ 
newing hU recommendation for the en¬ 
actment* fif Giia legislation and asking 
for tpe enactment of eight other propo¬ 
sitions now pending before th* legisla¬ 
ture.

The weekly bank statement of the 
Bank of England shows the following 
changes: Total reserve, decreased, £}]- 
050.000; circulation, increased, £9.000; 
bullion, decreased, £1,041.858; other se¬ 
curities, decreased. £8,608,000; other de¬ 
posits, increased. £2.78.000; notes re¬ 
served. deceased. £106,000; government 
securities unchanged. The proportion 
of the bank's reserve to its liabilities 
is 51.60 compared with 49.50 last week. 

ABANDONED'DURING 

TERRIFIC HURRICANE 

Bunkers of Helois Broke and 
Vessel Listed—Crew Res¬ 
cued in Mid-Ocean. 


Plymouth, April 9.—'The Norwegian 
tank steamer Hellos, the crew of 
which were rescued in mid-ocean by 
the steamer Majestic, was abandoned 
in north latitude 44, west longitude 39. 
She had |encountered a tsrriflc storm 
that lasted three dayk Hor bankers 
were broken and tbe vessel listed bad¬ 
ly. Her cargo of oil Invaded the stoke 
hole, and Its overpowering fumes 
compelled the crew to abandon the 
vessel. 

The accident to the Hellos occurred 
on Suturduy lust. There wan great ap¬ 
prehension that the oil woukl reach 
the fires and a disastrous 'explosion 
would reult. Oho hundred and sixty 
tons of Oil were pumped from the 
bunkers, hut the task of removing the 
remainder of the oil was beyond the 
efforts of th£ crew. The hurricane with 
the accompanying heavy segs rendered 
it Impossible to remoye the hatches to 
allow the fumes to escape. 

Before leaving the vessel lh* sea 
cocks and hatches were opened to 
facilitate her sinking, aa she was in 
the direct track of liners.

America to Keep Up With Huge 
Naval Expenditures of 
Powers. 


Washington# April 9. — The naval 
appropriation bill, authorizing the 
construction of two i i&tead of four 
battleships, and eight Instead of four 
submarine torpedo boats, and carrying 
a total appropriation of $103,987,512 for 
the naval service for the fiscal year 
ending June 30th, 1909, was reported/to 
the House yesterday by Chairman 
Foss, of the committee of naval affairs. 
Representative Hobson, of Alabama, 
submitted a minority report, recom¬ 
mending that provision be made In the 
bill for foyr first clasff battleships In¬ 
stead of two. 

The total appropriation recommend¬ 
ed is $22,618,831 less than the aggre- j 
gate estimates submitted by the de¬ 
partment, and $2,622,916 more than 
the amount appr opirate d for .the fiscal 
year ending June 30th, 1908: 

The report shows that there are in 
course of .building seven battleships, 
j four armored cruisers, three scout 
cruisers, five torpedo boat destroyers, 
four submarine torpedo boats, two 
colliers and two sea-going tugs. The 
amount necessary to be appropriated 
to pay .far the work now progressing 
and contracted for during the next 
fiscal year Is $17,322,962. 

Under the heading "Naval Pro¬ 
gramme." the committee recommends 
that the president be authorized to 
have constructed two first class bat¬ 
tleships, to cost, exclusive of armor 
and armament, not exceeding $6,000,000 
each, ten torpedo boat destroyers to 
have tho highest practical speed 
and to cost e\< iuslve of armament, not 
to exceed $800,000 each; that the eee- 
retary of the navy be authorized to 
have constructed eight submarine tor¬ 
pedo boats, to cost in the aggregate 
not more than U,mQCQ. fif which 
amount $1,000,000 Is approplrated, and 
one sub-surface torpedo boat at a rost 
not to exceed $22,500; a total author¬ 
ization of $20,945,000. whldtf will be 
increased $7,000,000 by the cost of 
arming and equipping the two battle- 
- s h ips . -—— -——— —* - 

The report shown that the naval con¬ 
struction programme of the several 
foreign powers contempalte the ex¬ 
penditure of the following amounts for 
vessels as Indicated during the com¬ 
ing fiscal year: England—Thrco bat¬ 
tleships of the Dreadnought type, one 
fast unarmored cruiser, five ocean-go¬ 
ing destroyers, twel-* first class tor¬ 
pedo boats, twelve submarines. 339.413,. 
659. France—Five destroyers, ten sub¬ 
marines. 318,696.346. Germnny — Two 
battleships, one armored cruiser, two 
scout cruisers, twelve destroyers and 
several submarines. 330.576.360. Japan 
—31T.99-.793 for construction and re¬ 
pair, Including the restoration of Rus¬ 
sian warships taken as prises. Rus¬ 
sia—316.000.000 for construction and 
repairs. Brasil-Three battleships, 
two scout cruisers, eighteen torpedo 
boats and destroyers. 

The relative pnslttnns of the several 
powers In naval strength Is shown to 
bo as follows: Ships built—Great Brit¬ 
ain, United States, Prance. Germany, 
Japan. Russia. Italy. Austria. 

Mr. Hobson, In his minority report, 
said that “our existing navy has been 
built primarily for the needs of on# 
ocean, and we now find needs In two 
oceans. ' He added: “It may he re¬

We have spent 
many thousands of dollars trying to get 
the waste water, aa we called It. for no¬ 
thing. Now. when we And we will have 
to buy It. the waste water won’t do at 
all, we must have the whole watershed. 
The water commissioner can explain why. 

I think It is the new-fangled Idea which 
the water commissioner has too clear « 
lead not to understand, but which he 
cannot get the electors to fathom. He 
must see, as all educated men must see. 
that If we buy water In a reaervolr or In 
a pipe, and distribute It In the city, and 
make und'collect all the revenue, the 
'.utility does really belong to the city as a 
city system or utility. 

Well. In the face of the uncertainty as 
to the source of our supply, we propose 
to spend $70,000 to bring In salt water to 
extinguish Ares within the city (Vre limits.
